W hen Philadelphia W as th e Greatest City 
In the Am erican Colonies. 
In 1174 Philadelphia was the largest 
town in the American colonies. E sti­ 
mates of the population, which are all 
we have, differ widely, but it was prob­ 
ably not far from 30,000. A single city 
now has a larger population than all 
the colonies possessed in 1774, and there 
are in the United States today 104 cities 
and towns of over 30,000 inhabitants. 
Figures alone, however, cannot express 
the difference between those days aud 
oar own. Now a town of 30,000 people 
is reached by railroads and telegraphs. 
It is in close touch w ith all the reft of 
tho world. Business brings strangers to 
it constantly, who come like shadows 
and so depart, unnoticed, except by 
those with whom they are immediately 
concerned. 
It was not so in 1774, not 
even in Philadelphia, which was as 
nearly as possible the central point of 
the colonies as well as the mc st popu­ 
lous city. 
Thanks to the energy and genius of 
Franklin, Philadelphia was paved, light­ 
ed and ordered in a way almost unknown 
in any other town of that period. 
It 
was well built and thriving. 
Business 
was active, aud the people were thrifty 
and prosperous and liv< d well. Yet, de­ 
spite all these good qualities, we must 
make an effort of the imagination to re­ 
alize how quietly and slowly life moved 
then in comparison to the pace of today. 
There in Philadelphia was the center 
of the postal system of the continent, 
and the recently established mail coach 
called the “ Flying M achine,’’ not in 
jest but in praise, performed the jour­ 
ney to New York in the hitherto un­ 
equaled time of two days 
Another 
mail at longer intervals crept 
more 
slowly to the south. Vessels of the coast­ 
wise traffic or from beyond seas came 
into port at uncertain times and af b r 
long and still more uncertain voyages. 
Tho daily round of life was so regular 
and so quiet that any incident or any 
novelty drew interest and attention in a 
way which would now be impossible.—

W hen P hiladelphia Wa* the G reatest City 
In the Am erican Colonie*. 
In 1774 Philadelphia was the largest 
town in the American colonies. Esti­ 
mates of tho population, which are all 
we have, differ widely, but it was prob­ 
ably not far from 30,000. A single city 
now has a larger population than all 
the colonies possessed in 1774, aud there 
are in the United States today 104 cities 
and towns of over 30,000 inhabitants. 
Figures alone, however, cannot express 
the difference between those days aud 
our owu, Now a town of 30,000 people 
is reached by railroads and telegraphs. 
It is in close touch with all the rest of 
tho world. Business brings strangers to 
it constantly, who come like shadows 
and so depart, unnoticed, except by 
those with whom they are immediately 
concerned 
It was not so in 1774, not 
even in Philadelphia, which was as 
nearly as possible the central point of 
the colonies as well as the most popu­ 
lous city. 
Thanks to the energy and genius of 
Franklin. Philadelphia was paved,light­ 
ed and ordered in a way almost unknown 
in any other town of that period. It 
was Well built and thriving. Business 
was active, aud the people were thrifty 
aud prosperous and lived well. Yet de­ 
spite all these good qualities, we mud 
make an effort of the imagination to re­ 
alize how quietly and slowly life moved 
then in comparison to the pace of today. 
There in Philadelphia was the conter 
of the postal syst rn of the continent, 
and the recently established mail coach 
called the “ Flying Machine,” not in 
jest but in praise, performed the jour­ 
ney to New York in the hitherto un­ 
equaled time of two days. Another 
mail at longer intervals crept more 
slowly to tho south. Vessels of the coast­ 
wise traffic or from beyond seas came 
into port at uncertain times and after 
long and still more uncertain voyages. 
The daily round of life wan ac regular 
sud so quiet that any incident or any 
novelty drew interest and attention in a 
way which would now be impossible.—

“ G oing through tb s woods one d a y ,” 
said a lover of I in).®, “ J saw a catbird 
w ith oho of its w ings naught on a brier 
bush.

catbird bud tried to fly th sough that 
opening and had m ade a m iscalculation 
and Rot one of its wings im paled on a 
thorn. 
The other w ing was free, and 
it was flapping that aud trying to get 
clear of the bush, 
“ Around this bush there m u st have 
been at least 40 other birds, of one kind 
or anotia r, catbirds and brown thrash ­ 
ers and w rens and grass chippies, and 
so on, that had been attracted by tile i 
u n fo rtun ate c a tb ird ’s cries and its ef- I 
forts to escape, and that appeared to 
have gathered I bi rt* to help it.

fluttered a lo u t close to the bush, flying 
around ut a groat rate and m aking a lot 
of noise, hut not really doing anything.

ibly not far from 30,000. A single city 
now has a larger population than all 
the colonies possessed in 1774, aud there 
are in the U nited States today 104 cities 
and towns of ov»r 30,000 inhabitants. 
Figures alone, however, cannot express 
the difference between tlioeo days and 
our own. Now a town of 30,000 people 
is reached by railroads and telegraphs. 
It is in close touch w ith all the rest of 
tho world. Business brings strangers to 
it constantly, who come like shadows 
and so depart, unnoticed, except by 
those with whom they are im m ediately 
concerned. 
It was not so in 1774, not 
even in Philadelphia, which was as 
nearly as possible the central point of 
the colonies as well as the most popu­ 
lous city. 
Thanks to the energy and genius of 
Franklin, Philadelphia was paved, ligh t­ 
ed and ordered in a way almost unknown 
in any other town of that period. 
It 
was v e il built aud thriving. 
Business 
was active, aud the people were thrifty 
aud prosperous and lived well. Yet. de­ 
spite all these good qualities, we must 
make an effort of the imagination to re­ 
alize how quietly aud slowly life moved 
then in comparison to the pace of today. 
There in Philadelphia was the center 
of the postal system of the continent, 
aud the recently established mail coach 
called the "Flying M achine,” not in 
jest but in praise, performed the jour­ 
ney to New York in the hitherto un 
equaled time of tw o days. 
Another 
mail at longer intervals crept 
more 
slowly to the south. Vessels of the coast­ 
w ise traffic or from beyond seas came 
into port at uncertain times and after 
long and still more uncertain voyages. 
The daily round of life was so regular 
and so quiet that any incident or any 
novelty drew interest and attention in a 
way which would now be impossible.—
